RED RIVER SETTLEMENT. 


We publish the following somewhat lengthy 
paper becanse it gives a very correct idea of the 
state of affairs in a territory bearing most impor-| 
tant relations to us: s | 


tep River Serriewenr, } 
Jan. 5th, 1863. j 
( Ta the Editor of the Globe.) | 
Srr,—We ‘have lately had a most exciting | 
time in this usually quiet place. Feeling runs | 
high, arid the result of the exciterhent remains | 
to be seen. Although you may hive been some- 
what enlightened on the sabject already by our 
local journal, Zhe Nor’-wester, it may not be-out 
of place to give you a fall and intelligible resume, 
Last spring) we were honoured by the arrival 
amongst us of a new Governor, Alexander Grant 
Dallas, who came as the successor of thie -late | 
Sir George Simpson. His style: and title is} 
“Goyverner-in-Chief of Rupert’s Land.” This | 
high-sounding designation, you will remember, | 
comes not from the Colonial Secretary, or the 
Queen through that fanctionary,. but from the | 
Committee of the Hudson Bay Company in Lon- | 
don, From its.origin, you may readily conclude 
that his title or office implies nothing more than 
that he is head man of the Company's fur-trade 
interests in this country, Afraid, however, lest 
his manifest connection with the Company should 
rekindle the old jealousy or suspicion with which 
the peoplo regarded the acts and professions of 





once having ahy pecuniary interest in the affairs 
of the Company, and made. loud professions of 
‘egy: spirit and disinterestedness. He was 
ere to see after the interests of the country and 
the welfare and prosperity of the people of this: 
‘Settlement. So he said. Six months have prov- 
ed the emptiness of his professions, and I relate 
the following facts, not to show his inconsistency, 
(for that can possess little ‘interest with your 
readers, ) but to exhibit thereby what a very un- 
satisfactory state of things here exists. 

Under preténce of danger from Indians, the 
Governor, a few weeks ago, called a meeting of 
the Council of Assiniboine to ask their advice 
and counsel relative to the necessity for troops. 
This Council, let me say en passent, is composed 
‘of persons nominated hy the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, and is here regarded as altogether pro-Com- 
Being nom-: 
inees of the Company, and as regards their ap- 
pointments, mere tenants-at-will, they naturally 
endorse everything said and done by the Gover- 
nor. They, therefore, readily enough echoed 
the Governor's wishes regarding troops. To our 
gteat surprise|the country was saddenly pro- 
nounced in imminent danger, and the Council 
directed that the people should at once petition 
the Home Government for troops. A dvcument 
was at the sanie meeting produced by one of 
the members, purporting to be the petition which 
the people should sign. This member is our 
present Judge, appointed by the Company not 
only to his seat in the Coancil, but to his Judge 
ship, and receiving from them an annual salary 
of £300 sterling.. Of course, from stich an one, 
there was no fear of anything appearing in the 
petition which would be objectionable in the eyes 
of the Company. You might, at this stage of 
my story, wish to inquire how it is that the Judge 
holds a seat in our legislative body. This is no 
doubt a glaring anomaly, bat it is only one of 
a thousand in the absurd, irregular, stupid sys- 
tem of Government. which here prevails, Well, 
copies of the petition were in due time circulated 
from end to end of the Settlement. Governor 
Dallas, in a set speech in Council, had said that’ 
he was indifferent whether people signed or not ; 
the move was one entirely for their own good ; 
that the Vompeny could easily defend their own 
furts against the Indians, and thatif the people did 
not pétitition for troops they mast take the con- 
nences. Mr. Dallas shaving previously ,ex- 





hibited an otter disregard of the people’s inter: 
ests, and shown himself an out-and-out Company 
man, people were very shy regarding this move 
for troups, and, suspected it was but. another of 
the thousand dodges to which the Company re: 
sort when some selfish object is to be attained, 
The first. act) Dallas did on arriving here was to 
order that at all the Company’s forts or posts 
farmers’ produce and hunters’ provisions should 
|not be paid for in cash, but in goods, and that if 
‘the farmers and hunters did not choose to relish 
the new arrangement they could keep théir pro- 
ducts, or export tothe States or Canada. Mon- 
ey payments, I may as well mention) have been 
made by the Company ever since they had a foot- 
ing in this country, so that this stoppage of the 
cash was an entirely new thing. No matter at 
present about their right to inangurate this 
course, it atleast showed Dallas’ keen regard 
of the Company’s interests as against those of 
the people. ‘This and some’ other acts which |I 
need not now mention made people very suspi- 
cious of his move for troops, "especially when he 
coupled. it with such +high-soanding professions of 
regard for the settlers’ welfare. When the’ pe- 
tition actually got afloat and ‘ve could see its 
contents, our worst suspicions were confirmed. 
It was-a fulsome Company affair, intended indi- 
rectly te entrap, the people into endorsing senti- 
-ments and statements which they utterly repudi- 
ated—intended to represent us at the Colonial 
Office as a people contented witli the rale of the 
Hudson Bay Company, and satisfied with the 
present wretched system. And this dragged into 
“a petition professedly for’ troops! ‘The indig- 
nation was unbounded, and the official document 
was scouted and spurned with contempt. It went 
about begging for names, with the secret support
